‘We Don’t Know What 
We Want and Federal 
Government Doesn’t 
Know What to Tell 
Us,’ One Says.

CHICAGO, Jan. 27—Governors 
of 21 states, who were asked by 
a federal official yesterday to 
have their civil defense plans 
ready by March 1, adjourned last 
night with the program still at a 
standstill and perhaps more con- 
fused than before. 

‘The Governors did issue a state- 
ment saying they were agreed 
that large community shelters 
were of uncertain value and that 
matching of federal funds on any 
large basis’ by the states is im- 
practicable, but even these ques- 
tions were kept open for “further 
study.” 

Gov. J. Bracken Lee (Rep.), 
Utah, disclosed that all was not 
harmony at the closed meeting, 
held at the Blacktone Hotel. 

“Told Off” U. S. Official. 

“I blew up,” he said, declaring 
that he “told off” Federal Civil 
Defense Administrator Millard F. 
oe who attended the meet- 

g. 
“We were all confused and 
Caldwell was the most confused 
of all,” he said. “The whole thing 
boils down to the fact that we 
don’t know what we want and the 
Federal Government doesn’t know 
what to tell us.” 

Lee said the Governors ap- 
peared to analyze every civil de- 
fense matter on the basis of how 
it would affect them politically. 

“We won't do what we know 
in our hearts is right,” he de- 
clared. “It’s not fair to ask our 
boys to sacrifice their lives over- 
seas, while we carry on business 
as usual, politics as usual.” 

“Family Shelters” Favored. 

Although large bomb shelters 
were labeled as of “uncertain 
value,” the Governors said that 
“family shelters and the improve- 
ment of existing facilities are de- 
sirable.”

NEW TRUCKS ARRIVE, 
TO EXTEND RUBBISH 
PICKUP TO ALL CITY 


Delivery of 50 new rubbish col- 
lection trucks, ordered last fall by 
the city, has begun, paving the 
way for extension of the collec- 
tion service to the entire city by 
March 1, Director of Streets and 
Sewers Frank Kriz said yesterday. 
With the 41 trucks on hand, 
rubbish collections are now being 
made in the area generally east 
of Kingshighway and north of 
Meramec street. As the new 
trucks are delivered, the service 
will be gradually extended to sec- 
tions west and south of the Kings- 
highway-Meramec line. 

Voters authorized a $4,000,000 
bond issue in 1946 to buy collec- 
tion equipment, construct garages 
to house the trucks and to build 
two incinerators to dispose of 
combustible materials. The ga- 
rages have been built. Plans for 
the incinerators are being com- 
pleted by city engineers. Mean- 
while, the city is using the land- 
fill method to dispose of rubbish.

Nearly 700 Reds have been 
killed in two sharp engagements 
in the “limited objective attack” 
on a 40-mile front south of Seoul. 
Bayonets and rifle butts were used 
by the attackers, most of them 
Americans, in overcoming grow- 
ing resistance. 

Planes Aid Advance. 

Bombarding warships, convoy- 
blasting planes and heavy concen- 
trations of tanks:and artillery 
aided the advance along a line 
extending eastward from Suwon 
through Kumyangjang, Ichon and 
Yoju. 

One Allied force driving north 
reached a hill beyond Suwon and 
within 13 air miles of Seoul, the 
burned-out South Korean Capital 
which the Reds recaptured Jan. 4. 

The landing at Inchon, port of 
Seoul, was made at 7 a.m. (4 p.m. 
Friday, St. Louis time) under pro- 
tection of the guns of the United 
States heavy cruiser St. Paul, the 
Canadian destroyer Cayuga and 
the American destroyer Hank. 
The two destroyers poured 
shélls into Inchon. The St. Paul’s 
batteries were silent throughout 
the landing. 

The landing party went ashore 
in an 80-foot Korean Navy gun- 


boat. 

Two Reds Captured. 
Correspondent Bill Shinn re- 
ported from Republic of Korea 
headquarters that 10 Communist 
vessels were destroyed in the 
shelling. He also safd the bom- 
bardment destroyed .Red military 
facilities in the port. 

Two North Korean soldiers 
were wounded and captured by 
the landing forte, which with- 
drew after four hours. 

The amphibious action came 
after two days of shelling by 
American and Canadian warships 
off Inchon.

This known in 
transit circles as “turn-in time” 
or time required by an operator 
to account for company funds he 
has collected during his run. 

Provision for such extra pay 
for operators handling passes had 
been part of the union’s contract 
with:the company since 1944. The 
provision became inactive last 
year when the company aban- 
doned issuance of passes. 

The union contended, however, 
that the extra-pay provision be- 
came effective again Dec. 24, 
when the company started 
ing the new permit cards. 

The company refused to honor 
the union’s demands for extra pay 
in this case, afguing that in es- 
tablishing the company’s new rate 
structure the Missouri Pyblic 
Service Commission had _ re- 
ferred to the new cards as per- 
mits and not as passef?. Union

U.S. BARS USE OF TIN 
IN MANY CANS, 10 PCT. 
IN THOSE FOR BEER 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
The*Government today barred the 
use of tin in most kinds of coffee 
and paint cans and in a large 
number of other products... 

At the same time it ordered a 
10 per cent cut in the use of tin 
for beer and pet food cans during 
the first quarter of this year. It 
said studies of further savings 
are being made. 

Officials forecast that the order 
will put much coffee, oil based 
paints, and non-food products into 
cans made of steel without a tin 
coating—called black plate. They 
said these cans will be coated 
with some kind of lacquer to pre- 
vent rust. - 

The use of tin cans to pack 


perishable foods will be unlim- 
ited, it was said.

SOME COMMODITY 
MARTS CLOSE TIL 
FREEE IS STUDIED 


Stock Exchange Remains 
Qpen and Shares Rise 
—ESA Admits Clarifi- 


cation Is Needed. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
Several leading commodity ex- 
changes suspended trading today 
pending clarification of the Gov- 
ernment’s price control order. 

The New York stock market, 
which remained in session, pushed 
ahead vigorously. An estimated 
one billion dollars was added to 
the value of all listed securities 
by the price rise. Brokers said 
prices frozen at the current high | 
levels should assure continuation 
of industry’s high earning power. 
* At commodity exchanges the 
suspension order was issued just 
as trading was about to open at 
10 a.m. (9 a.m., St. Louis time) 
when officials expressed uncer- 
tainty over provisions of the 
Washington order. 

The New York, New Orleans 
and Chicago cotton exchanges 
were the first to announce there 
would be no trading, today at 
least. 


The board of managers of the 
New York produce exchange took 
similar action on trading in cot- 
tonseed and soybean oil futures. 
At Chicago, however, the Board 
of Trade decided to open for soy- 
bean oil trading; saying it saw 
no reason to do otherwise at the 
moment. 

In Chicago, grain futures scored 
sharp advances in active dealings 
on the Board of Trade. 
buying entered the grain pits. 

None of the exchange officials 
commented beyond brief state- 
ments that the suspension was to 
allow time for them to get clarifi- 
cation of the order and to study 
it further. 

While commodity markets were 
closing, the New York Stock Ex- 
change had a good rally. Steels, 
rails, motors, oils and other lead- 
ing groups participated liberally 
in the advance. 

Many commodity markets 
normally closed on Saturday, in- 
cluding some in which strategic 
defense materials are traded. 
These markets had until Monday 
to think the order over and get

Wages were stabilized at rates 
in effect last Thursday midnight, 
prices at their highest levels dur- 
ing the period of Dec. 19, 1950, 
to Jan. 25, 1951. 

Price Stabilizer Michael V. Di- 
Salle said that rationing is not 
planned in the near future and 
maybe not at all. 

The long-expected price and 
wage freeze, which includes serv- 
ices — with some exceptions — is 
designed as a temporary dam 
against inflation, to be main- 
tained until permanent ceiling 
formulas can be drawn up. 


Task of Enforcement. 


Officials turned today to the 
mountainous task of making it 
work. The Office of Price Stabili- 
zation, headed by DiSalle, sent 
an SOS to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for help in enforce- 
ment, 

President Truman ordered all. 
federal agencies to pitch in as 
needed. 

One official said the Office of 
Price Stabilization, headed by Di- 
Salle, plans a “ruthless enforce- 
ment effort at the outset.” 

Violators are subject to penal- 
ties up to $20,000 in fines and a 
year in jail, or both, There are 
also provisions for treble damages 
and civil suits.

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Text of Wage Order: ‘No Rates 
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Statement of considerations. A 
regulation establishing ceilings on 
prices of materials and services 
generally was issued by the Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Agency on the 
26 day of January, 1951. The 
provisions of Section 402(B) of 
the Defense Production Act of 
1950 require that upon the issu- 
ance of such an order wages, sal- 
aries and other compensation gen- 
erally shall be/ stabilized. 

For the purpose of preparing 
itself for the discharge of its re- 
sponsibilities the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion, Board heretofore distributed 
to representative labar and indus- 
try groups a series of questions, 
the answers to which would pro- 
vide the board with essential in- 
formation for the development of 
wage stabilization policies. 
Following the distribution of 
the series of questions, the Wage 
Stabilization Board conducted 
conferences which were attended 
by representative groups of labor 
and industry which presented 
their views réspecting the devel- 
opment of wage § stabilization 
policies.

New employes shall not 
be compensated at rates higher 
than these in effect on Jan. 25, 
1951, for the jobs for which they 
are hired.

The freeze order does not ap- 
ply to farm prices of live animals 
and other raw, unprocessed goods, 
But certain foods, like beef, veal, 
lamb, and pork, come under the 
freeze—that is, the processor, the 
wholesaler, and the retailer must 
keep the price as it is, at least 
for the time being.

No Freeze for Farmer. 
The price freeze leaves * the 
farmer, and others who handle 
food, a little leeway under the 
word “parity.” Parity is a sched- 
ule of farm prices worked out 
with the aim of giving both the 
farmer and the consumer a fair 
deal in the exchange of the farm- 
er’s raw products for finished 
goods. 
It is parity and not the freeze 
that is still the ruling word down 
on the farm. It is important at 
the food wholesale house, and at 
your grocery store. 
There is no freeze on food 
prices at the farm. The farmer 
can collect, legally, as much as 
he can persuade anyone to pay 
him for his raw products. 
The food dealer—anyone han- 
dling food for sale after it leaves 
fhe farmer’s hands—can mark the 
price up until it reaches the par- 
ity level. There it freezes. 
The farmer can ask above-par- 
ity and above-freeze prices and 
collect legally if he can ‘ind a 
buyer. 
Beef, lamb and veal are selling 
above parity. So is pork, the 
ESA figured after some indeci- 
sion. Food prices above parity 
were frozen, so far as food deale 
ers beyond the farm are con- 
cerned, along with all other 
prices, as their highest level be- 
tween Dec. 19 and Jan. 25. So 
the prices on beef, lamb, veal and 
pork are ordered to stick where 
they are. So are all other above- 
parity food prices. They could, 
conceivably, go down. — 


Price Stabilization for a period of 
two years, records of the kind 
which you customarily keep show- 
ing the prices which you charge 
for the commodities or services. 
In addition, you must prepare and 
preserve records indicating clear- 
ly the basis upon which you have 
determined the ceiling price for 
any commodities or services not 
delivered by you or offered for 
delivery during the base period.

Sec. XVII. Sales slips and re- 
ceipts. Any seller who has cus- 
tomarily given a purchaser a sales 
slip, receipt, or similar evidence 
of purchase shall continue to do 
so. Upon request from a pur- 
chaser any seller, regardless of 
previous custom, shall give the 
purchaser a receipt showing the 
date, the name and address of the 
seller, the name of each commod- 
ity or service sold, and the price 
received for it. ‘ 

Sec. 18. Evasion. Any prac- 
tice which results in obtaining 
indirectly a higher price than is 
permitted by this regulation is a 
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violation of this regulation. Such 
practices includes, but are not 
limited to, devices making use of 
commissions, services, cross sales, 
transportation arrangements, 
premiums, discounts, special priv- 
ileges, tying-agreements and trade 
understandings. 

Sec. XIX. Transfers of busi- 
ness or stock in trade. If the 
business, assets or stock in trade 
of any business are sold or other- 
wise transferred after Jan. 26, 
1951, and the transferee carries 
on the business, or continues to 
deal in the same type of com- 
modities or services, in an estab- 
lishment separate from any other 
establishment previously owned 
or operated by him, the maximum 
prices of the transferee shall be 
the same as those to which his 
transferor would have been sub- 
ject if no such transfer had taken 
place, and his obligation to keep 
records sufficient to verify such 


of taxes. In addition to your 
ceiling price, you may collect the 
amount of any excise, sales or 
similar taxes paid by you as such 
only if, during the base period, 
you stated and collected such 
taxes separately from your sell- 
ing price. In the case of such @ 
tax imposed by law which is not 
effective until after Jan. 26, 1951, 
you may collect the amount of the 
tax actually paid as such by you, 
in addition to your ceiling price, 
if not prohibited by the tax law.

The resignation of some other 
ESA job-holders is reported im- 
minent because of their feeling 
that “too much politics” is creep- 
ing—or racing—into the picture. 

Adm. Hoover Walks Out. 

The non-political man who 
walked out—and the term non- 
political is used without quotes 
in his case because it is accurate 
and because his career has been 
in battling and not in playing 
politics — is V. Adm. John H. 
Hoover, retired. 

Adm. Hoover, one of the fore- 
most Navy officers in the Pacific 
in World War II, was made dep- 
uty commander in chief, Pacific 
fleet, in July, 1945, and holds 
the Navy Cross and Distinguished 
Service Medal with two stars. 

Adm. Hoover was appointed di- 
rector of investigation of ESA’s 
anti-inflationary program on Dec. 
14 to handle wage-price controls 
enforcement. Under the new 
plans, which will divide ESA into 
price controls, wage controls, 
rent controls and credit controls, 
he would have been the top boss 
over price controls. Under him 
would have been 13 regional of- 
fices and 42 district offices. 

When Adm. Hoover was asked 
yesterday about his resignation, 
he would not comment, save to 
confirm that he had quit as of 
yesterday. 

From other sources, this re- 
porter learned that the word 
“disgust” is not too strong to use 
to describe the admiral’s feel- 
ings about some of the goings- 
on. 

Case of Former Governor. 

One inquiry developed what 
might be called the case of for- 
mer Gov. Samuel C. Ford, of 
Montana. 

Ford was suggested for a top 
district post in Montana. Adm. 
Hoover and Francis P. White- 
hair, Florida Democrat, ESA gen- 
eral counsel, thought that was 
fine. Ford was asked to come to 
Washington. Senator James E. 
Murray (Dem.), Montana, heard 
about it and “raised hell,” ac- 
cording to one source. Senator 
Murray insisted that the post go 
to Leif Erickson, a Montana Dem- 
ocrat who thinks along the Mur- 
ray lines. 

Whether Erickson will get the 
job isn’t known. But—Ford didn’t 
get it and he left town last night 
for Montana. 

Then there’s the Minnesota 
case. Four men were appointed 
to ESA jobs in the region cen- 
tered there. They reportedly had 
the blessing of Senator Hubert 
H. Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota. 
Senator Edward J. Thye (Rep.), 
Minnesota, didn’t know about the 
appointments until Minnesota 
newspaper men telephoned him 
to say that the announcement 
came from Senator Humphrey’s 
office. ESA officers told Senator 
Thye on his first call that they 
didn’t know about them either. 
Later they confirmed them. 

Similar situations allegedly ex- 
ist in other states but the details 
couldn’t be tracked down today. 

Blow to Confidence. 

Senator Thye said: “Minnesota 
business men made suggestions 
that were not followed. I don’t 
think they’d go along with all the 
appointments that were made. I 
tell you that if we are to inspire 
the people to have confidence in 
ESA, we'd better make it non- 
political and stick to it.” 

Senator Zales N. Ecton (Rep.), 
Montana, said: “If the Truman 
Administration wants to make 
this whole program work, it had 
better realize that it must have 
the co-operation of all the people 
—and it won't get it if a politi- 
cal machine is allowed to take it 
over.” 

Senator Kenneth S. Wherry 
(Rep.), Nebraska, minority floor 
leader, said: “I suppose that if 
they build up to 60,000 jobs, as 
OPA, there won't be a Republican 
named.” 

Senator Wherry added: “If we 
are going to win the war against 
inflation, we just cannot penalize 
an efficient man simply because 
he belongs to the Republican 
party. There must be a united 
front. I believe that the Congress 
will have to re-examine the whole 
matter to see that this program 
is me: handled on a patronage 
basis.”

2 ROBBERS DIVIDING 
LOOT SHOT BY POLIGE 


Identified in 2 Holdups, They 
Put Up Fight at Home 
of One of Them. 


Two holdup men were shot and 
seriously wounded last night 
when they fought with city de- 
tectives, who caught them divid- 
ing the loot from two store hold- 
ups at the home of one robber. 

The wounded men, both Ne- 
groes, were identified by the 
holdup victims. They are Alonzo 
Hands, 30 years oid, and Milton 
Reynolds, 26, both former con- 
victs. Hands, shot in the chest, 
and Reynolds, wounded in the 
abdomen and shoulder, are held 

at Homer G. Phillips Hospital. 

Identification of a police pic- 
ture of Hands by Angelo Castro, 
proprietor of a market at 3100 
Laclede avenue, led a detective 
squad headed by Sgt. Arthur Sul- 
livan to the Hands home, 3635A 
Windsor place, shortly after 8 
o’clock. Castro and his Negro 
clerk, Clarence Cannon identi- 
fied the picture of Hands as the 
likeness of one of two robbers 
who held them up at 6:40 o’clock, 
and fled with $850 cash and a 
number of checks. 

While Castro and Cannon were 
making their identification, Mike 
and Meyer Goldstein, brothers 
who operate a market at 3340 
Lucas avenue, reported that two 
robbers of the same description 
had held them up, at 7:25 p.m., 
taking $500 and two wrist- 
watches. 

Sgt. Sullivan and Detective Ed- 
ward Rung reported Alonzo came 
out of a second-floor room and 
pushed Sullivan. 

Reynolds rushed out of a room, 
and Sullivan séized him by the 
belt when Reynolds grabbed for 
Sullivan’s revolver. Rung drew 
his revolver and both officers 
used the weapons as clubs. 

Sgt. Sullivan fired at Hands, 
who ran into his room and fum- 
bled under a blanket on a bed for 
his own revolver. Sullivan fired 
again at Hands, and both officers 
fired at Reynolds, who was con- 
tinuing his efforts to get the offi- 
cers’ revolvers.

The March term Madison coun- 
ty grand jury, which will be im- 
paneled March 19, will be asked 
to return a murder indictment 
against 17-year-old Paul Hamilton 
Baker Jr. for the killing of Mai.

The Wall Street Journal said editorially last 
year: “This newspaper has repeatedly insisted 
that the so-called fair trade laws are a contra- 
diction in a free enterprise society. If manu- 
facturers are to tell retailers the minimum 
prices at which te sell products, what incentive 
is there for more efficient distribution? For 
more efficient retailing? Competition is the 
lifeblood of a free economy.” 

Then, pointing out that Missouri and Texas 
not only do not have “fair-trade” laws but do 
have antitrust laws that positively forbid price 
fixing (Vermont is a third state which has kept 
free of “fair-trade” laws) the Journal said: 

“We hope that Missouri and Texas will keep 
up their good work. We trust that other states 
will learn from their example.” 

That is our hope also. 
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Better Transit, We Hope 

Studies of public transportation improvements 
have a way of rising like the sun and setting like 
the sun.

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For Justice Here at Home 

In World War I, it was Americans of German 
parentage who had a miserable time here at 
home. In World War II, their place was taken 
by Americans with Japanese backgrounds. Must 
we now see American citizens of Chinese descent 
treated as were these other groups of citizens 
in World Wars I and II? If so then we have 
learned little from experience. 

Nearly 10 years after the roundup of Ameri- 
cans of Japanese parentage, the troubles of the 
Nisei are still in the federal courts. Last week 
the Court of Appeals at San Francisco ruled that 
4000 American-born citizens of Japanese descent 
must prove their loyalty at separate hearings or 
be deported to Japan. These are the Nisei who 
were so distraught by their plight that they fi- 
nally renounced United States. citizenship. 


This ruling reverses an earlier one which held 
that the renunciation of citizenship was .under 
duress and compulsion of war-mongers among 
their American countrymen. In the earlier rul- 
ing, Federal Judge Goddard took the humane 
view that these renunciations were void because 
of the cireumstances and that each Nisei should 
be restored to citizenship. 

Yet before this Japanese-American problem is 
solved, another involving Americans of Chinese 
origin seems to be taking form on the Pacific 
Coast. Already there is fear among many thou- 
sands of American citizens that they will be 
subjected to the same kind of prejudice because 
of the role of the Red Chinese in the Korean 
war. t 

Surely the Governors of the Pacific Coast 
states, their Senators and Representatives and 
other leading citizens can unite in a public 
appeal to stop this unnecessary inhumanity. 
We say we are fighting for justice and freedom. 
Then let us demonstrate it here at home to our 
own citizens. 
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France Again Shows the Way 

France’s proposal for a single West European 
army is an integral part of the present French 
leaders’ plan for the defense of the West. As 
they made clear when they attempted to make 
such a single army a condition to German re- 
armament, they consider it and the Schuman 
coal-steel pool of at least equal if not greater 
importance than rearmament itself. 

A unified army, as distinguished from the 
joint force Gen. Eisenhower is to command, 
would be more efficient and effective than sepa- 
rate national contingents, Paris thinks. And 
furthermore it, and the Schuman pool, would 
make aggression by any single West Europe 
state impossible in the future. 

So it is to be hoped that the 10 other West 
European ‘nations not only will accept the 
French invitation to a conference to establish a

also has asked for higher fees to make big 
trucks and busses pay “a more equitable” share 
of highway costs. 


The tax increases acceptable to the truckers — 


will cost them money, of course. And this is a 
remarkable concession from a group which has 
bitterly opposed previous efforts to increase gas 
taxes. But behind their offer, the truckers have 
served notice that they will fight a 4cent gaso- 
line tax, even though that would still be a rela- 
ively low tax and the state needs it. 

Apparently the truckers have grown too com- 
placent in Missouri’s friendly atmosphere. And 
it is friendly to them. The Federal Bureau of 
Public Roads made a survey of all taxes re- 


quired of highway users, and found that Mis- ~ 


souri ranks last among the states. Missouri is 
last in taxes imposed on single-unit van trucks 
of 18,500 pounds gross weight, and last in those 
required for three-axle tractor-trailer combina- 
tion’ of 40,000 pounds. 

This state has the lowest gas tax. Its prop- 
erty taxes are the lowest among those states 
which impose such taxes on heavy vehicles. Its 
registration fees are lower than those of all but 
a handful of states. 

Truck and bus transportation is an essential 
industry and should not be burdened with in- 
ordinate taxes. But it uses a public right of way 
and should pay a fair share of the costs. The 
California Highway Engineer has reported that 
roads built to accommodate both light and heavy 
vehicles cost 22 per cent more than roads not 
designed for heavy trucks and busses. Main- 
tenance is still another story. 

Missouri has a clear right to demand more 
revenue from its big highway users, and we 
doubt that the Legislature will accept their of- 
fer. They are not in the best position to bargain. 
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Adm. Nimitz at Berkeley 

An unpublicized episode in the recent career 
of retired Adm. Chester W. Nimitz demonstrates 
his qualifications to direct the President’s new 
commission on security and freedom. For as a 
regent of the University of California, the Ad- 
miral showed that he knows how to judge the 
requirements of security and liberty. 

In Berkeley a thin majority of the regents 
ordered university employes to take a special 
loyalty oath, and fired a number of distinguished 
professors who objected. Adm. Nimitz sided 
with Gov. Warren and President Sproul of the 
university in opposing this high-handed action. 

None of the professors was subversive; in 
fact, all had specifically been cleared of any 
subversion. Hence the security of the school or 
the teaching profession had nothing to do with 
the oath controversy. The real issue was an 
arbitrary misuse of power by the regents in a 
needless attack on academic freedom and the 
tenure rights of teachers. 

In a way this exemplifies the kind of work 
which Adm, Nimitz must do on the presidential 
commission, There he will help determine, as 
Mr. Truman said, how best to protect the na- 
tion’s security without imperiling our freedoms. 
At Berkeley he served a distinguished ap- 
prenticeship for a more important task. 
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Medical Aid in Home Defense 


What a gathering of physicians has just 
heard from the Army Surgeon General’s office 
about medical care in event of atomic attack 
should be heard by several thousand _non- 
medical civilians in the St. Louis area. 

For if an atomic raid should come, there 
would be far too few physicians to cope with its 
consequences. To supplement every doctor 
there would have to be many civilians who had 
undergone some special training. 

To recruit volunteers for this purpose, and to 
train them, is the most pressing task in the 
medical phase of home defense. 

But it is only one among many medical tasks 
which thousands of St. Louisans must be pre- 
pared to perform. as part of a comprehensive 
plan designed and put into readiness in advance. 

Mobile stations are the first line of aid to the 
injured. Each will require, in addition to 
trained medical personnel, 15 civilians trained 
to serve as nurses’ aids, six civilians trained to 
serve as clerical assistants, and 150 civilians 
trained to serve as litter bearers. A city the size 
of St. Louis requires 96 such stations. 

A second line of medical aid is at improvised 
hospitals, principally at schools, which should 
be inventoried, and studied for emergency con- 
version, in advance. 

A third line is the regular hospitals, but it is 
expected that half of them would be knocked 
out or made inaccessible in an atomic raid. 
Regular hospitals should probably be reserved 
for cases so serious that they cannot be handled 
in less-well-equipped places. 

The last line of medical aid is in the hospitals 
of the surrounding area, to which many patients 
already in the city’s hospitals would have to be 
evacuated to make room for the atomic-injured. 
New York City is working out plans to “fan out” 
ordinary patients to hospitals perhaps as distant 
as 300 miles. 

If any of these things were not planned until 
after an atomic attack, they would never be 
planned at all. They would be performed hap- 
hazardly, in the midst of chaos—often they 
would be left unperformed.,

Most people think of a drivers’ license 
in terms of examinations for new drivers. 
But that is a small part of it. With a little 
driving practice almost anyone can pass a 
standard test. Everything depends on how 
the license is used to control reckless or 
accident prone drivers. The local courts 


must have the power of prompt suspen- - 


sion and the state department in charge of 
enforcement must be prepared to revoke 
licenses on the basis of judges’ recom- 
mendations and the motorists’ records. 


The present Missouri license is just: a 
piece of cardboard. The law doesn’t inter- 
fere with local enforcement and it does no 
good. But, the fact is, many states that 
claim much better laws don’t accomplish a 
great deal more. No matter how fine a 
law may sound on the surface the whole 
story is in the way it can and will be 
applied. 

A strong license conscientiously used 
could save many lives and prevent hun- 
dreds, or thousands, of injuries each year. 
A very large share of the accident trouble 
is caused by about 20 per cent of the mo- 
torists. A license with teeth could be used 
to force these people to a decision. Either 
they would take immediate steps to be- 
come good drivers or the license would be 
revoked. ‘ 

If Missourl fs to have a new driving 
law, let’s have a good one. And then fol- 
low it with strong administration. 


That Army on Formosa 
From The Baltimore Sun 


A question frequently raised by critics 
of our Korean policy is why we are not 
making use of Chiang Kai-shek’s Na- 
tionalist forces on Formosa. From the 
purely military point of view, the articles 
by Mr. Philip Potter which have just ap- 
peared in The Sun are enlightening. 


Mr. Potter, recently returned from For- 
mosa, makes it abundantly clear that the 
value of the Nationalist Army. at this time 
is limited and that practical obstacles 
stand in the way of its use. 


The conclusion reached in Mr. Potter's . 


report is that the Nationalist Army on 
Formosa is ill-trained, poorly equipped 
and that at best it amounts to not more 


than 500,000 men as against some 3,000,000 
men the Chinese Communists have already 
trained and organized into armies. 

That means that if the Nationalists were 
to attempt an invasion of the mainland 
the Chinese Communists could assign 
1,000,000 men to Korea and still have 
2,000,000 to meet such an invasion. One 
American _military adviser is quoted as 
saying that no Nationalist landing would 
be possible without 100 per cent American 
help, including air cover and transport.

Between Book Ends 


Toward Utopia 


INDUSTRY'S UNFINISHED BUSINESS , Sera & 
Southall. (Harper & Bros., 173 pgs., $2.50.)

The most important question that can 
be asked about our economic system is not 
economic, but moral. Is the system mak- 
ing reasonable progress toward goals of 
justice and satisfactory living? 


Sara E. Southall’s absorbing little book 
is a record of progress in industrial rela- 
tions, one of the most difficult, dangerous, 
and bitterly controversial problems of big- 
scale industrial enterprise. She writes 
not as an armchair reformer but out of 
her years of experience as chief personnel 
executive of the International Harvester 
Co. Her viewpoint therefore is that of 
management. Fowler McCormick, bead of 
that concern, in a foreword pays warm 
tribute to her as one of the country’s 
leading experts on race relations in 
industry. 

‘It is with race relations, or the indus- 
trial employment of racial minorities 
(especially Negroes), that Miss Southall’s 

book is mainly con- 
cerned. That she 
managed to make the 
right kind of enemies 
as a judicious friend 
of the underdog is 
indicated by an an- 
onymous,  vitupera- 
tive letter which she 
received on retiring 
from the Harvester 
Co. in 1948. It began: 
“T read in Chicago 
papers of the fare- 
well party given you 
Syuth Parkway. Tt 
u arkway. 
ne ee takes a nut from the 
South (Miss Southall is a Southerner) to 
make the biggest fool jackass of them all.” 


Why are company managers often reluc- 
tant to employ members of minority 
groups? Sometimes it is because of their 
own prejudices but more often because of 
the hatreds and fears of workers already 
employed. You can’t overcome these primi- 
tive feelings by merely preaching inter- 
racial brotherhood. 

There is one almost certain remedy for 
race prejudice among workers, Miss 
Southall learned: merely to set the white 
and Negro worker down at the same desk, 
or bench and let them get acquainted. 
One white girl who had been violently 
antagonistic was surprised when she was 
reminded of her earlier attitude toward 
the dark girl. “Why,” she exclaimed, 
“she’s Mabel!” 

As one reads this record of expanding 
racial tolerance the hints of what makes 
it tick become provocative. The springs 
of motive are not always of angelic purity. 
Some employers have taken on minority- 
group workers merely because they were 
pinched by a labor shortage. ‘Some poli- 
ticians have worked for Fair Labor Prac- 
tices laws to corral minority-group votes. 
Unions have accepted minority-group 
members because they feared that un- 
organized competition would break the 
union wage-scale and take away union 


obs. 

: Miss Southall’s book is delightful for 
the simplicity and sincerity which she 
casts around the dry and difficult techni- 
calities of her art. She gives management 
a cool, merciless pasting for its stupidi- 
ties, not all of them in the distant past. 
She is impatient of compromise, holding 
that labor problems should be settled—not 
glossed over.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Jan. 27 
(AP)—The United States stood 
pat today on its demand for a 
quick United Nations vote con- 
demning Communist Chinese ag- 
gression in Korea, despite a be- 
wildering welter of new “peace 
plans.” 

Backed publicly by President 
Truman and both the House and 
Senate, the United States delega- 
tion said it would oppose any sub- 
stantial changes in its resolution 
which, as now constituted, tags 
Red China an aggressor, asks the 
U.N. Collective Measures Com- 
mittee to consider the next step 
and creates a three-man commis- 
sion to seek ways of ending the 
Korean fighting and achieving 
U.N. aims in that country by 
peaceful means. 

Both Canada and Israel offered 
new ideas yesterday designed to 
bridge the gap between this view 
and a 12-nation Arab-Asian plan 
for a seven-nation conference, in- 
cluding Red China, to work out 
a cease-fire and decide other 
Asian problems. 

Before Political Committee. 

These are expected to be the 
subject of debate in the 60-nation 
Political Committee today. This 
debate will delay any vote until 
after the weekend. 

Sponsors of the Arab-Asian 
plan held private consultations 
last night and this morning to 
work out a way of adopting at 
least some of the new proposals 
as formal amendments to their 
own resolution. 

Canada’s External Affairs Min- 
ister, Lester B. Pearson, made six 
suggestions for a compromise. 
These were: 

1. A conference at either New 
Delhi or Lake Success within 
seven days. The United States, 
Britain, France, Red China, Rus- 
sia, India and Egypt with be rep- 
resented. 

2 Immediate reference to a 
group composed of the United 
States, Red China and the U.N. 
Korean Commission of the task of 
arranging a cease-fire. 

Withdrawal of Troops. 

$ When these arrangements 
were completed, the seven-nation 
group would consider a peaceful 
solution of Korean problems, in- 
cluding the withdrawal of for- 
eign troops. 

ri The ano would then pro- 
ceed to a discussion of other Far 
Eastern problems. 

5. During these discussions oth- 
er governments would be invited 
to take part in those sections di- 
rectly concerning them. 

6. The invitation should be 
transmitted to Peiping and an 
answer requested within 48 hours. 

Israel proposed enlargement of 
the U.N. Good Offices ‘Committee 
to seek a cease-fire. Israel’s pro- 
posals also called for condemna- 
tion of Communist China as an 
aggressor, but recommended that 
negotiations continue with Mao 
Tse-tung’s government.

The Rev. Dr. James W. Clarke, 
pastor of Second Presbyterian 
Church, was elected president of 
the Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion last night.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP). 


HE Army has given Con- 

gress statistics which it 

says show that the firepow- 
er of a United States division 
has increased 50 per cent and 
the strength 33 per cent since 
World War II.

SQUIRRELS MOOCH’ 
SHAW’S GARDEN 
CHOICE COFFEE CROP 


Missouri Botanical (Shaw’s) 
Garden has its best coffee crop 
in recent years, but it won’t last 
long if the squirrels keep eating 
it up. 

Ladislaus Cutak and _ green- 
house men who work under him 
in the conservatory report that 
squirrels burrow into the large 
conservatory, bound about the 10- 
foot coffee plants and knock 
down enough succulent beans for 
a feast. 

Superintendent George UH. 
Pring is particularly fond of the 
six coffee plants, grown from 
seeds he brought back from Pan- 
ama in 1930. “The plants are 
heavily fruited, one of them with 
about 1000 berries just starting 
to turn crimson,” Pring said. “We 
didn’t mind when the squirrels 
got in and ate bananas planted 
in the same area, because bananas 
are plentiful and ripen all year 
’round,” he said. 

Cutak’s report on the squirrels’ 
Gepredations bsought forth a 
plan that may curb their taste for 
coffee, which brings a high price 
on today’s market. Cutak and 
Pring have sprayed the plants 
with a repellent which may or 
may not discourage the coffee 
tasters. 


DRAFT OF VETERANS 
WITH SHORT SERVICE 
REPORTED STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee is reported to be consid- 
ering extending the draft to some 
World War II veterans and newly- 
weds in the 19-to-26 age range. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.),

Reports of slave labor in Soviet

United States import bar against 
a Soviet product since the two 
countries established diplomatic 
relations in 1933. 

The Treasury Department late 
yesterday prohibited imports of 
Russian crabmeat on the ground 
it is processed by “forced, convict 
and indentured labor.”

the young French pianist, played 
yesterday afternoon at Kiel Audi- 
torium in her first appearance as 


soloist with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 
As skillfully projected by Miss 
Henriot and the orchestra, the 
concerto was distinctly a manipu- 
lation of the lighter emotions. 
Even so it was still emotional in 
that it induced a state of feeling 
rather than an exclusively me- 
chanical response to rhythm, color 
and dexterity. The brilliant figur- 
ations of the two fast movements 
were invested with an irresistible 
gayety and the slow movement, 
dominated by a long, graceful, 
lyrical subject, was tenderly nos- 
talgic without spilling over into 
false sentiment. The composer’s 
restrained use of jazz idioms was 
merely a sophisticated kind of 
seasoning. 

Agreeable Facility. 
Miss Henriot played with a 
smooth, agreeable facility marked 
by evenness of weight, rhythmic 
exactness and sensitive tonal col- 
oring. Her rhythmic steadiness in 
the adagio made the long line 
appropriately unhurried and song- 
like even though the single tones 
were a little too percussive. 
The soloist, a slender blonde, 
had an engaging Dresden figurine 
appearance, and her movements 
to and from the stage in answer- 
ing her many calls, reinforced 
that illusion. Her fragility did 
not suggest the facts of her his- 
tory. She was a member of the 
underground during the Nazi oc- 
cupation. 
In contrast to the light, con- 
tained and neatly wrapped and 
decorated piano concerto. the 
Bruckner Seventh Symphony in 
E was an excursion into senti- 
mental ponderosities. The long 
subject, which introduced the first 
movement was lovely, a Germanic 
song straight from the heart.

The musicians played as 
if they really meant it; the per- 
formance was tonally rich, broad 
and vigorous. 

Beside the two atmospheric ex- 
cerpts from Faure’s “Pelleas and 
Melisande” suite which made an 
unusually quiet though effective 
beginning, the orchestra under 
Golschmann played the Suite for 
Orchestra by Lan Adomian, an 
American composer of Russian 
origin. Most of it sounded like 
well-made background music that 
needed some sort of program- 
matic projection—such as a film 
or a stage pantomime — to be 
thoroughly realized.

ALLIES HAVE LOST 
WAR MILITARILY, 


HAL BOYLE SAYS 


‘Solution Will Come by 
Diplomacy,’ Reports 
AP, Correspondent 
Just Back From Korea. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 27 (AP) 
— Hal Boyle, back after six 
months of covering Korea’s war 
front, said yesterday the Allies 
have lost the war militarily and 
that “the solution will come by 
diplomacy and not by force of 


Most American soldiers, the 
Associated Press columnist said, 
believe the Chinese Reds can 
drive the United Nations army 
out of Korea—if willing to paya 
bloody ' price. 
Boyle, in an interview, said 
Allied officers and soldiers gen- 
erally were agreed that heavy re- 
inforcements would be needed to 
meet any determined Communist 
drive. He noted that fresh troops 
were not in prospect. 
The columnist said the G.I.’s’ 
morale was basically good, but 
was being hurt by apparent inde- 
cision on Korean military policy. 
“Right now, he (the G.I.) doesn’t 
know what he is supposed to do 
—stand and die, or bug out,” 
Boyle said. “Bug out,” a term 
popularized in the Korean war, 
means to pull back fast. 
Defends Seoul Pull-Out. 
Boyle said the decision not to 
defend Seoul was right, because 
“the Army had to be saved” to 
train troops at home. 
He said American airmen were 
bitter because they were not per- 
mitted to chase Red jet fighters 
across the Manchurian border. 
But Boyle said aerial crossing of 
the border might bring on World 
War III and probably would not 
defeat the Chinese Reds in Korea. 
Boyle explained that the Chi- 
nese invaders relied almost ex- 
clusively on manpower, and that 
air attack had proved insufficient 


terrain of Korea. 

Even artillery cannot mow 
down the enemy as effectively as 
in more open country, he added. 

Explains Red Withdrawal. . 

Bases mean less to the Chinese 
than to an occidental army, and 
men with rifles—or with back- 
packs' of supplies—hide success- 
fully under every bush and in 
every ravine, Boyle said. 

The current fading back of the 
Chinese armies in South Korea 
may very possibly be explained 
on political grounds, but could 
mean that the Communists are 
preparing an all-out offensive, he 
said. 

Most American soldiers feel 
that the military phases of the 
war are about over, the corre- 
spondent added. 

“Every G.I. who’s been over 
there a long time wants to come 
home, of course,” Boyle said. 
“But if he felt that in making a 
stand he would be saving Amer- 
ica from a desperate situation, he 
would rather fight than go home.” 
Boyle won a Pulitzer prize for 
his reporting in Europe and 
Africa during World War II.

South of Yongwol in the céntral 
sector, Correspondent Tom Stone 
said the U.N. troops and planes 
have reduced three infiltrating 
North Korean divisions by 50 per 
cent. This force recently was 
estimated at about 20,000. 

Many of the Koreans were re- 

ported killed by their own offi- 
cers as they attempted to desert. 
One Allied officer said some had 
discarded their uniforms and 
joined bands of refugees moving 
south. 
“The scattered, depleted force 
is no longer a serious threat to 
the United Nations,” a pooled 
dispatch from the front said. 

B-26 light bombers struck Fri- 
day night at 500 enemy vehicles 
in convoys spotted north of Seoul 
and Pyongyang bringing supplies 
to Chinese in the western sector. 
The raiders reported destruction 
or damage to more than 50 ve- 
hicles, attacked by the light of the 
moon. 

F-84 Thunderjets Saturday 
raced up “MIG alley”—so-called 
because Russian-made _ MIG-15 
jets have been encountered along 
it this week—and attacked enemy 
supply routes in clear weather. 


A North Korean communique 
broadcast Friday said Red planes 
shot down eight Allied planes 
Wednesday and Red army units 
sank two Allied warships Thurs- 
day. There was no Allied con- 
firmation of these reports. 

Ridgway Answers G.Ls. 

Officers and men of the Eighth 
Army received a message Satur- 
day from Gen. Ridgway, answer- 
ing two frequent questions: “Why 
are we here? What are we fight- 
ing for?” The message said: 

“The answer to the first ques- 
ion ‘Why are we here?’ is sim- 
ple and conclusive. We are here 
because of decisions by the prop- 
erly constituted authorities of 
our respective governments. As 
commander in chief of the United 
Nations command, General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur has

answer. Mine follows. 

“To me the issues are clear. 
It is not a question of this or 
that Korean town or village: The 
real estate is here iricidental. It 
is not restricted to the issue of 
freedom for our South Korean 
allies, whose fidelity and valor 
under the severest stresses of 
battle we recognize, though that 
freedom is a symbol of wider 
issues and included among them. 

“The real issues are whether 
or not the power of Western 
civilization as God permitted it 
to flower in our own beloved 
lands shall defy and defeat 

Communism, whether the rule 
of men who shoot their prison- 
ers, enslave their citizens and 

deride the dignity of man shall 

displace the rule of those to 
whom the individual and his 
individual right are sacred and 
whether we are to survive with 

God’s hand to guide and lead 
us or to perish in the dead 
existence of a Godless world. 

“If these be true — and true 
they are beyond any possibility 
of challenge—then this has long 
since ceased to be a fight for the 
freedom of our Korean allies 
alone and for their national sur- 
vival. It has become, and it con- 
tinues to be, a fight for our own 
freedom and for our own survival 
in an honorable independent na- 
tional existence. 

“The sacrifices we have made 
and those we shall yet support 
are not offered vicariously for 


others, but in our own direct de- d 


fense wherein certain principles 
mean more than life. ... 

“These are the things for 
which we fight. Never have mem- 
bers of any military command 
had a greater challenge than we 
gr a finer opportunity to show 
ourselves and our people at their 
best and-thus be an honor to the 
profession of arms and a credit 
to those who bred us. ... 

“IT would like each commander 
to whom this is addressed, in his 
own chosen ways of leadership, 
to convey the substance of this 
message to every single member 
of his command at the earliest 
practicable moment.” 


INQUIRY ORDERED 
INTO AIR FORCE 
TRAINING CENTERS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP)— 
The Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee yesterday ordered an im- 
mediate investigation into com- 
plaints about conditions at Air 
Force training centers. 

Those complaints, one Senator 
said, have included lack of uni- 
forms and unhealthful training 
quarters. Some recruits were said 
to have written that some men 


had contracted pneumonia from 
sleeping in tents. e 
Chairman Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, directed Air Force officials to 
make “a thorough investigation to 
see if the complaints are true.” 
If the conditions are as bad as 
reported, “somebody has got to 
be responsible for them,” com- 
mented Senator Bridges (Rep.), 
New Hampshire. 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, chief 
of staff of the Air Force, in a 
statement replying to the Senate 
committee, specifically mentioned 
Lackland Air Force Base in Texas 
as among those involved. He said: 
“The air surgeon general has 
visited Lackland within the last 
few days and reports that, while 
there have been crowded condi- 
tions, there have been no un- 
healthful conditions nor diseases 
other than the usual ailments nor- 
mal to a community. 


WHOLESALE PRICE 
AVERAGE RISES FOR 
11TH STRAIGHT WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (UP)— 
Average wholesale prices rose 
seven-tenths of 1 per cent in the 
week ended Jan. 23 to reach the 
eleventh straight new record high, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported yesterday. 

The rise carried the index of 
all commodities to 179.9 per cent 
of the 1926 average. The index is 
now 2.2 per cent above four 
weeks ago, 14.7 per cent above 
the period just before the Korean 
conflict, and 18.9 per cent over 
a year ago.

Off Attacking Red 
Koreans.

F YOU'RE not an old Army 
hand, you might be surprised 
about some of the Bronze Stars 
awarded in the Korean war. 
These particular medals have 
to do with noncommissioned of- 
fiéers in an ordnance medium 
maintenance company. 

Ordnance companies like that 
are not usually expected to deal 
in valor, Their job is to stay safe- 
ly and efficiently in the back 
areas, repairing equipment from 
wrist watches to 10-ton ~- trucks. 
The only guns they usually handle 
are the ones they are fixing. 
But that was before Korea. 
The Thirty-Eighth Ordnance 
Company goes around with rust- 
ing bullet holes in its shop trucks, 
two decorated G.IL.s, and a battle 
story worth telling. 

It happened early in the morn- 
ing of Sept. 20, when U.N. forces 
were sweeping out from the old 
Pusan perimeter to drive north 
and join the landing force from 
Inchon and Take Seoul. 


Rushing to Move North. 
Everything was rush, rush, 
rush. An ordnance company usu- 
ally has from 20 to 50 crippled 
jeeps and trucks on hand, all 
kinds of broken down equipment 
to service, and great masses of 
its own shop equipment to move. 
While the mobile combat troops 
swept north, the Thirty-Eighth 
started frantic packing to get into 
the parade up the main road next 


ay. 
It was located along the banks 
of a river near Chongdo on the 
old Pusan perimeter. Ridges rose 
above the position in gentle 
slopes. 

It was 2 a.m. and most of the 
men were getting their last sleep 
before their move north. 
Suddenly there was a blast of 
rifle and machine. gun fire from 
the ridge and grenades crashed 
among the parked trucks. One 
hit the truck that carried the 
acetylene gas for welding. 
“Then they tossed in a fire 
grenade and it went up like the 
Fourth of July—that gas lit up 
the camp like high noon. “I’m sure 
they must have had us spotted for 
they knew exactly what and where 
to hit to get light to shoot by” 
said Lt. William Harris, of 
Omaha. “Then they started pour- 
ing it in.” 

Red Koreans Worked Back. 

A bypassed pocket of North 
Koreans had worked back, marked 
down the unsuspecting ordnance 
company and, while the main 
U.N.- force rolled onward, at- 
tacked with little fear of quick 
retaliation. 

The ordnance men, about 150 
of them, were pinned down. A 
move was a signal for a burst of 
fire. The situation was bad and 
getting worse. 

Then Cpl. Eugene McCracken, 
now a sergeant, of Route 1, Po- 
mona, Mo. (in Howell county, 
south central Missouri just north 
of the Arkansas line), jumped up 
and ran. He made for one of the 
big combat wreckers—a monster 
truck that mounted a 50-caliber 
machine gun on a swivel ring. 
They shot at him but, “without 
regard for his safety, he manned 
the .50-caliber, completely ex- 
posed to the enemy’s fire, and 
succeeded in pinning down the 
enemy, causing them to withdraw 
and saving the lives of his com- 
rades,” the citation says. 

Crosses Open Front. 

While the fire fight ranged, Pfc. 
now corporal, Elio Battaglia of 
Schnectady, N.Y., was ordered 
across the company’s position 
within 15 yards of the enemy’s 
line on the ridge. - 

“After completing the danger- 
ous mission, he again traveled 
the length of the front and evac- 
uated wounded men to safety— 
completely exposed in all his 
movements and having to pass 
within a few feet of exploding 
oxyacetylene tanks,” his Bronze 
Star citation related.

“When I read that it may be 
the end of summer before a tax |’ 
program can be enacted,” McCabe 
said, “I think strongly we are 
wasting six or seven months we 
ean ill afford to lose in the battle 
of inflation.” 

He said this nation may be a 
garrison state “for years” and that 
it must start with a balanced 
budget and a sound fiscal pro- 
gram. He added: 

“Obviously, if all-out war were 
to come we would be faced with 
an entirely different set of cir- 
cumstances and military require- 
ments. At this stage, however, 
we must provide for a security 
program that can be indefinitely 
sustained.” 

He said failure to impose high 
enough taxes during World War 
II was a primary cause of deficit 
financing. 

And, he said, “far too much” 
credit was available to Americans 
during the postwar boom period. 

The Federal Reserve Board not 
only regulates installment buying, 
stock margins and real estate 
loans, but also‘ controls such 
credit factors as bank reserves 
and rediscount rates. 

McCabe said that “If we are to 
have steady economic progress, 
we should severely restrict credit 
in periods of inflation and be lib- 
eral with credit in periods of re- 
cession.” 

He gave no hint of what new 
credit curbs may be imminent. 


20 BALD EAGLES _

Bald eagles—more than 20 of 
them in a group—have created a 
stir on the campus of The Prin- 
cipia College at Elsah, II.

Nii Retains 96-Cent Tax Rate

The St. Louis County Council, 


at a four-hour meeting last night, 


adopted a 1951 budget of $2,- 
464,054 and fixed the tax rate at 


96 cents on the $100 of assessed 
valuation, the same as last year. 

As adopted, the budget is sub- 
stantially the same as that pro- 
posed by County Supervisor Lu- 
man F. Matthews but some re- 
shuffling of individual appropria- 
tions was done. 

Because the new county char- 
ter requires a balanced budget, 
the 1951 budget included $350,000, 
the amount of the estimated defi- 
cit for 1950. Thus, the actual 
operating budget for 1951 will be 
$2,114,054 or $170,487 less than 
the 1950 budget. 

A proposal that the collector’s 
fee for the collection of school 
taxes be increased from its pres-

f the Conference of 
Sehoal Board Members and Su- 
perintendents of St. Louis County. 

John L. Bracken, Clayton su- 
perintendent of schools and chair- 
man of the conference, told the 
council that the higher rate 
would cost the school districts 
about $200, 000 on the basis of 
last year’s collections and would 
necessitate the calling of 50 or 
60 school’ tax elections to raise 
the rates. 

Councilman Harold D. Carey 
said it was costing the county 
more than the 2 per cent to col- 
lect these taxes. Matthews as- 
serted the county must get more 
money or the County Hospital 
would have to close. No action 
was taken on the fee increase 
proposal. 

The hospital’s financial plight 
arises from the fact that its 12- 
cent rate, fixed by statute, has 
proved insufficient to meet oper- 
ating costs. Because of the re- 
quirement for a balanced budget, 
it will not be possible te dip in- 
to general revenue funds to assist 
the hospital as hasbeen done in 
past,- Matthews said. 

The council signed letters ad- 
dressed to Missouri’s two United 
States Senators and to Represen- 
tative Thomas B. Curtis asking 
them to ascertain whether federal 
funds might be available to the 
hospital as a civil defense propo- 
sition.

I went to Dunellen because I 
was interested to see how its 
United Nations day committee had 
drawn in many different organ- 
izations, young people and older 
people, in all three towns, and 
had emphasized the co-operation 
of the foreign groups who now 
live in the communities. The ush- 
ers were all ladies dressed in cos- 
tumes of the countries from which 
their ancestors came, and there 
was a young American girl at- 
tired in red, white and blue. There 
were Czechoslovakian, Polish, Slo- 
vak, Dutch and French costumes. 
It was a very happy reminder of 
the fact that right here in our 
country we have sort of a U.N. 
where the people of different na- 
tions do live happily together!
